• Don’t object to the extra ex­ 
pense involved in a consultation 
with an eye specialist if your baby 
has to be put in an oxygen tent be ­ 
cause of prem aturity or som e con­ 
genital abnorm ality. Too little oxy­ 
gen m ay cost your child its best 
chance for healthy survival. 
But too m uch oxygen m ay injure 
the delicate retinal m em bran e with 
resultant im pairm en t of vision ;f 
not total blindness (retrolental fib­ 
roplasia), 
• Don’t worry if y our baby ’* 
ey es turn a hit in (cross-ey es) or 
out 
(w alley es)

months of its life. It takes time 
for the 12 ey e m uscles (six in 
each set) to get working in per­ 
fect unison.
